“The heading of the item 
was misleading’, said Cr. 
Grant. 

The article headed ‘‘Alto- 
na Firms ‘Adding to Pollu- 
tion’" said “The industrial 
complexes at Altona are 
contributing to the main 
source of air Pollution in 


Melbourne, Sunshine — City 
Counell was told on Mon- 
lay. ‘ 


“In his report, the Chief 
Health Inspector (Mr. N. 
Goff), said very high dust- 
falis occurred in some 
areas, while sulphur dio- 
xide levels were low over- 
all, with some local peaks”. 

“This smacks of Altona 
being the start and end of 
vollution", said Cr. Doug. 
Grant. 

He added “We must de- 
fend Altona’’. 

Thirty-four pollution com-: 
plaints have been received 
so far this year and the 
pollution from quite a few 
of those came from Sun- 
shine, said Cr. Grant. 

Last November ‘‘a_ gross 
pollution” incident blowing 
across Altona emanated 
from Sunshine.

_Cr. Grant presented sta- 
tistics from the ission 
of Public Health Report 
for 1967 which were writ- 
ten in September last year. 

In the statistics for pol- 
lution by sulphur dioxide, 
smoke density and dust 
fall, all sections of Altona 
were: lower .than- the Sun- 
shine area, 

In every instance of the 
three types Altona and 
Altona, North were lower 
than Sunshine. Also Altona 
was lower than the read- 


ings for Footscray Town 
Hall and the Footscray 
West areas, 

Going back on_ compari- 
sons from 1960-67, Altona 
registered recordings from 
1961. and Sunshine from] - 
1962.

Altona had the lowest read- 
ings of the Altona, Sun- 
shine and Footcray areas, 
Cr. Grant concluded by 
saying ‘‘Altona readings

In spite of the present welcome 
tree planting activities of the Altona 
Council, this picture of the future, is 
far from being assured. 

There are too many gaps in the na- 
ture strip trees, too many stretches 
where trees may be inconvenient, too 
many unused opportunities for exten- 
sive near the road tree planting. ~ 

Trees are sparsely spaced. Others 
have dried through neglect or misuse., 
Certainly most of these “have been re- 
planted from time to time by Council 
staff. 

The High and Technical 
frontages on Millers Road should have 


more than a token array of trees. We 


agree that the unaided resources of the 
schools might not be sufficient for the 
tending and particularly ° the watering 
necessary. . 

Tree planting near ithe bridge and 
Cherry Lake, and in the median strips, 
is commendable. Let us hope the ex-. 
perts have had the full say as to the 
suitability of the chosen trees for me- 
dian strips in a main thoroughfare. 

From a distance, there is nothing 
much wrong with the natural aspect of 
Kororoit Creek. 

But its man made ‘conditions and 
boundaries do .not help: As has been’ 
suggested .before, tree planting is de- 
sirable (within the limits of the ‘Board 
control). The views of the Kororoit 
Creek and its water course can definitely 
be enhanced. 

Trees are capital assets and in the 
same sense, flowers and shrubs are 
consumable goods. | 

We certainly need, both. If the 
Council allocates its available resources 
to providing the one . . . many of our 
householders will continue to do their 
best in supplying the other.

In 1945, there were 85 
kindergartens in Victoria. 
By 1957 the total had risen 
to 276. an increase of 
about 16 per annum over 
the 12-year period. Between 
the number 
of kindergartens increased 
to 447, and between 1963 
and 1968, there has been an 
inerease of 35-to 40 centres 
a year. 


From an estimation of 
the increase in the number 
of centres, and when the 
facilities for training kin- 
dergarten directresses are 
examined, it would be fair 
to say that the number of 
exit students in training has 
fallen far behind require- 
ments. 


“Although 34 additional kin- 
dergartens came into opera- 
tion in the State in 1963, 
there were only 43 exit stu- 
dents from the Kindergar- 
ten Teachers’ College. 


It may be asserted that 
this number is sufficient to

of directresses. If it is 
considered that kindergar- 
tens should be continued as 
a worth-while adjunct to 
the educational service, 
they should come more di- 
rectly under’ the control of 
the Minister of Education’.

ON BORERS 





Felowing a question 
asked recently by the 
Mayor, Cr. Les Crofts, on 


the incidence of borers in 
local dwellings the Build- 
ing .
